
FAVORITES WIN AT HARLEM. 

A drizzling rain and a heavy and sticky track 
made yesterday afternoon disagreeable at Har- 
lem. It was ladies’ day and a good crowd was 
out. There were few scratches, but on account 
of the withdrawal of La Salle and Dave Waldo 
the fourth race on the card was declared oflf. 

As a starter, with Santello out, the favorites 
ran as they were classed. 

It was not much of a contest. Martha Fox 
led all the way. She bore to the outside all the 
way down the home stretch. In front of the 
grand stand, when she was clear of Pirate 
Judge, Clawson finding it impossible to hold 
her straight drew' his whip, hit across the right 
side of her head a couple of times and there- 
after held the whip out where she could see it 
with her right eye. The whip was also held in 
front of Pirate Judge. Burns, who rode the 
latter, went into the stand and claimed a foul. 
Col. Clark laughed at him. Clawson used his 
whip simply to guide the filly and prevent any 
chance of a foul. There was daylight between 
the pair when the whip was used. The claim 
of foul was ridiculous. 

^ Morte Fonse and Banquo II. were the choices 
for the secoud race. Banquo was the post fa- 
vorite, strongly played. Can’t Dance, under 
Galen Brown’s colors, had some support. Harry 
Shannon got his neck in front on the back 
stretch, and kept it there around the turn. 
Straightening for home he took a clear lead, and 
finally won by a neck, lapped by Morte Fonse 
and Banquo II. VanKuren’s riding of Banquo 
was the subject of general and unfavorable 
criticism. Until the horse got into the stretch 
there w'as no time he did not appear able to go 
to the front. After a wide turn for homo he 
could not quite get up. Patrol Judge Keough 
said the horse was under a choking pull around 
the upper turn and might easily have been rat- 
ing along a couple of lengths in the lead. The 
boy may have believed he could win in the 
stretch. The horse’s backers wdll always con- 
demn the ride and believe the horse ought to 
have won easily. Swordsman was close up from 
start to finish. At the start Can’t Dance was 
taken baca. He trailed, apparently in an open 
gallop, to the stretch. When called on he could 
not respond. 

Only two of the fillies in the third race were 
contenders. Espionage was reported to be 
coughing, yet she was a well backed favorite, 
with T. C. McDowell’s good filly, Spirituelle, a 
stout second choice. Guess Me, away in front, 
disputed the lead with Espionage around the 
turn. In the stretch she weakened and Spirit- 
uelle, overhauling Espionage, won in a gallop. 

That fleet cripple O’Connell was in against 
six others in the fifth race. He was a 1 to 4 
chance. Clawson took no chances with O’Con- 
nell and kept him going to the end. 

A1 Fresco, the odds on favorite, captured the 
closing race with ease. 

After the third race Nick Hall’s good 2-year- 
old filly Sevens was brought out on the track 
and exercised. She broke turning into the 
back stretch and worked to the head of the 
home stretch. The half was done at a two-min- 
uet clip, which was pronounced very good work 
ft < >nsidering the condition of the track. 

^ Jockey Eddie Jones arrived yesterday and 
was at Harlem during the afternoon. He is to 
ride here. 

T. C. McDowell has sent his filly. Rush, to 
Latonia to run in the Clipsetta Stakes tomor- 
row. Joe Hill will go there to ride her. 

Early in the afternoon a tip on Come Quick 
for the last race was in circulation. He did not 
perform. At 2:55 he was excused by Judge 
Clark. 

The sale announced to take place in the Har- 



lem paddock yesterday morning was postponed 
until tomorrow. 

Dave Waldo was scratched on account of a 
sore mouth. He is also troubled with a slight 
cough. Many horses at Harlem are suffering 
from sore mouths. Two hundred or more are 
coughing. They are suffering from a peculiar, 
though apparently not serious throat trouble. 
No lung affection has been reported.

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

The Suburban will be decided one week from 
next Saturday. Ornament’s weight was 128 
pounds, but his victory in the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap gained him a penalty of three pounds, so 
that he will have to carry 131 pounds in the big 
Sheepshead Bay event. If he wins with this im- 
post he will do something no other horse has 
done since the institution of the Suburban. He 
will be sure to be the post favorite if all goes 
well with him, and the present outlook is that 
the western mare Imp will be second in favorit- 
ism. She was given 98 pounds in the original 
allotment of weights, but through winning the 
Memorial Day Handicap at Harlem she secured 
a four pounds penalty, making her weight 102 
pounds. This is a mere trifle in view of her per- 
formances this year at Newport, Lakeside and 
Harlem. Imp has yet to cover a mile and a 
quarter route, but she has done all that has been 
asked of her so far in a way to suggest that she 
is fully up to the task. 

Mr. Marcus Daly’s Ogden led for a part of the 
way in the Brooklyn and then retired. Since 
then, however, he has won at a mile and a six- 
teenth in very fast time, defeating Tillo in 
a way that justifies the inference that he was 
not thoroughly wound up when he started in 
the Brooklyn. It is true that he carried only 
104 pounds in his winning race, but he only has 
to carry five pounds more in the Suburban and 
the performance indicates that he will probably 
be a much more formidable contender for the 
Suburban than he was for the Brooklyn. 

Of the others that aie expected to make up 
the Suburban field Ben Holladay, 123; On Deck, 
120; Tillo, 119; Dr. Catlett, 118; Havoc, 117; 
Tragedian, 110; Lou Bramble, 104, and Typhoon, 
114, are all training well. The Seagram pair, 
Havoc and Tragedian, arrived in New York 
last week and immediately attracted much 
attention by leason of their evident forward 
condition and fine appearance. Havoc is 
thought to be a much better horse than he was 
last year. If the thought is correctly conceived 
a part of the money should go to Canada. 

In the meantime if Imp goes to the post as 
good as she has been so far it seems probable 
that any horse beating her will get the money. 
It is sure that no horse engaged can run faster 
than she can, and it is speed that wins great 
races. 

Plaudit’s defeat by Han d’Or in the Latonia 
Derby yesterday is the racing sensation of the 
day. It was an extraordinary contest in re- 
spect to the time recorded, the best ever made 
by a 3-year-old. Han d’Or has vindicated the 
good things said about him early in the year, 
but it is obvious that the thirteen pounds 
Plaudit was conceding him was the cause of the 
latter’s downfall. It is to be regretted that 
Han d’Or was not entered in the American 
Derby, but his victory demonstrates that 
Plaudit is not invincible and that will have its 
bearing in the way of increasing the American 
Derby list of start ers. 

Harry Blaylock, some years back one of 
the best known of western jockeys, especially 
when he rode for Ed (’orrigan, is reported to 
have become violently insane, and to be in con- 
finement in a Canadian asylum. His wife and 
five children are said to be in pressing need.

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



There appears to be considerable doubt as 
to whether there will be a fall meeting at 
Oakley this year. That there has been no 
oflicial announcement that such a meeting 
is to be held, in the light of the fact that 
there is so much talk to the contrary, only 
serves to strengthen the belief that the 
gates of the hilltop track are not to be 
thrown open to the public again this year. 
Not only has there been no official an- 
nouncement of a fall meeting, but mote, in- 
dividual members of the Cincinnati Jockey 
Club, when questioned in regard to the mat- 
ter, instead of declaring positively that a 
late meeting will be given, simpl; say that 
the matter has never as yet been considered. 
This itself may be regarded as significant, 
in view of the fact that four stakes for the fall 
meeting were closed in January. Ordinarily 
the fact that stakes had been closed would be 
considered as evidence that a meeting 
would be held, but not so in the case of 
Oakley. As no entrance fees were charged 
to the stakes in question it would be an 
easy matter to declare them off. For that 
matter, they could be run off, if neces- 
sary, at Latonia. The fact that racing about 
Cincinnati has been greatly overdone the past 
two or three years has become so plainly evi- 
dent that no great surprise would be occasioned 
if the Oakley people should decide to quit for 
the year. The fact that they have closed their 
down-town office, in the Neave Building, has 
itself caused no little comment.— Cincinnati

Most of the horses that ran in the second race 
at Gravesend yesterday are Suburban candi- 
dates, and the result seems to give Peep o’Day 
an outside chance at least. He only has 110 
pounds to carry in the big race, and as he has 
been working remarkably well of late, that 
feature, backed by yesterday’s result, will no 
doubt make him one of the starters.
